Mild rcservationist republicans are 


expected to initiate a movement for 
agreement on treaty reservations.

the matter with the democrats and

Mild reservationists believe, they

,ion of the public. The resignalion of 
" ineipal Keller is all incident which has 
i trough I about desirable publicity con- 
cerning tin- high school and which raises 
'•ertain questions of a general character 
touching our educational policies. It 
seems that there is a disagreement be- 
tween the school administrators, includ- 
ing the school board, and the council as 
to what should be done to relieve the 
high school of the burdens it is carrying. 
The former favor Ihe selection of a new 
site and the erection of a separate build- 
ing for a junior high school. The coun- 
cil seems to be opposed to this plan and 
to favor the building of an addition to 
l!ie present high school. Discussion of 
Ihe question and resolutions considered 
or adopted show that they have been un- 


!»le to get together and compose their 
Inferences. 


On the surface of things The Post-Cres- 


•t nl agrees with the view of the school 
'.thorities. It believes il will be much 
» lU-r for the city and for the advance- 
ment of education to carry out the plan 


hich contemplates the construction of 
TI, entirely new building for a junior 
i^h school. In the first place, il would 
,: em that the men who have lo deal tli- 


• elly and professionally with the public 
,re in the best position to pass upon their 
:eeds and thc: methods for bringing 
ibout improvement. The council is more 
ipl to consider the question from the 
standpoint of material interests and 
economy, and these are elements which 
ought never to prevail if education is to 
be kept on the highest plane and to be 
most effectively provided for. Whatever 
is best is cheapest in the long run. 


So far as building an addition to the 


idgh school is concerned, we are inclined 
lo think il is a valid objection that this 
would, impair its usefulness. The mo- 
iern idea is not to crowd school build- 
•sgs into small areas, or to give them 
merely breathing space, but to surround 
:iem with commodious grounds and 
••;om for accessories. Few cities today 
are giving less llian a block to any kind 
'>f a public school, while as much as ten 
>cres is regarded as a necessary site for 
high schools by more progressive cities. 
The city of Flint, Mich., we understand, 
has just paid the sum of $750,000 for Ihe 
•yle alone for a high school and it com- 


i -iscs something like twenty-live acres. 
To build an addition to Ihe high school 
vould simply mean to crowd more 


k ehool space onto ground which is alrea- 
dy much loo small and quite inadequate 
lor modern high school purposes. 
To 


our way of thinking it would be a poor 
investment bolli for Ihe present and the 
future. Il certainly would not be provid- 
ing for the future. 


These impressions are. \\e think, war- 


ranted by Ihe facts piesented by lh«- rec- 
ord of school board proceedings ;md lo- 
cal conditions which mnsl be considered.

EXFORCEMEXT 
Ol< THE TREATY 


The allied supreme council has finally 


adopted the Franco-British declaration 
that Germany will be required to carry 
out the terms of the treaty of Versailles, 
and that in order to insure this compli- 
ance additional (loruian territory will be 
occupied if necessary. In reaching this 
decision the supreme council appears to 
have met the French view almost entire- 
ly so far as treaty enforcement is con- 
cerned. It is a victory for the French at- 
titude as disclosed in the recent contro- 
versy with liermany and (treat Britain 
ON or the Huhr valley incident and all 
thai it signified. 


Knforcemont of the military features of 


the Vrrsailles tre.-ty are of special im- 
portance to France. 
Moreover, it is of 


groat concern to her that in the first few 
years of peace (lormany bo prevented 
from re-establishing herself as a military 
power, (iermany can restore her strength 
in this respect more easily and more so- 
ciotly on land than on water, and Great 
Britain has less to fear from land than 
naval preparation. It is therefore neces- 
sary to France thai she have the fullest 
protection the treaty affords until a per- 
manent government is set up in (iermany 
atul the political policies and military 
tendencies of that country are definitely 
established. 


While it is impossible for France to ac- 


cede to amelioration of. the treaty in 
these respects, there doubtless are eco- 
nomic concessions to (iermany which 
Great Britain may be expected to favor 
and which can be accepted by Franco 
with safety and satisfaction. These will 
be of a character presumably which will 
enable Germany to hasten her restora- 
tion to solvency and economic indepen- 
dence. 


Il is essential to the peace of the world 


and to the sound administration of the 
treaty that (ireat Britain and France re- 
tain the accord which brought about the 
decisions 
of 
Versailles. 
Guarantees 


which safeguard French interests polit- 
ically are more vital than those of an 
economic character, and this is particu- 
larly true in the absence of a league of 
nations with American 
membership. 


While the action of the San Remo con- 
ference may appear to be a hardship 
upon Germany, that is only relatively 
Irue and Ibis hardship will disappear to 
a large degree if not entirely whenever 
it is proven that Germany definitely and 
finally abandons all hope of reviving 
militarism and turns to responsible re- 
publican government.

BOYCOTT IXG POTATOES 


Tbe boycott on potatoes which has 


been started in various cities and com- 
munities is being enlarged into a na- 
tional one, or at least ett'orts are being 
made to that end. 


That is all right, of course, but there 


could be no surer way to wipe the popu- 
lar spud off the earth. Farmers have at 
least one advantage over manufacturers 
-—their plants are susceptible to a change 
of production on short notice. If they 
hear reports that potatoes arc to be wide- 
ly boycotted they will not take a chance 
on planting potatoes this spring. Then 
there will be few to harvest in the fall 
and the boycott will become a sort of po- 
tato lockout. 


Even if the move for a national boycott 


fizzles it could do considerable harm be- 
fore its effect can be conteractcd, for 
two months from now il will be too late 
for farmers who have heard the report 
of a general boycott to change their plans 
and plow for spuds. From the farmer's 
point of view a boycott would be of no 
great consequence. 
He might turn to 


beans, sugar beets, coin or some other 
cash crop, or seed his land and raise- 
beef. Whatever he raised he would find 
a ready market for under present condi- 
tions.
